Question #3  

Thank you for your question.  We are always looking to improve procedures and customer service while balancing the Force 

Protection posture for our installations.   

  

As a general rule, Air Force policy states that sign-in privileges are normally not granted to contractors.  The 86th Airlift Wing 

Integrated Defense Plan (IDP), which was developed from Air Force and USAFE instructions, states that contractors with Base 

Installation Passes coordinated through their Command sponsor can escort personnel "for official business unless authorized 

otherwise in the remarks section on the back of the Installation Pass."  In order to provide the most secure environment for the 

sensitive missions on Ramstein, you may find our access procedures more stringent than other military installations. 

  

An exception to the general rule exists for permanent DoD contractors who are processed as DoD ID-card holders.  These 

contractors are issued a CAC with an identifying green stripe and are authorized sign-in privileges.  Our Visitor Control Center 

personnel have been reminded of this exception and if your CAC has the identifying green stripe, I apologize for the 

inconvenience.   

  

As a reminder, base escort privileges are separate and distinct from Commissary, Exchange, and MWR privileges. 

  

Thank you again for your bringing this issue to our attention and allowing us the opportunity to review our procedures.
